5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the 
apparatus {a combination lock and a master lock portion} is well known in the art, also the lock 
with the TSA logo is available in the market, none of the prior art of records {including 
literature, printed docimients, and patent application} were filed or existed prior to the claimed 
invention {as proven by the applicant firom the affidavits on the records}. Therefore, the prior art 
of record, taken alone or in combination with any other references fails to teach a method 
signaling airline/luggage screening entity acting pursuant to a agreement that a master key is 
available to open a special lock {having a TSA approved logo}. These limitations in conjunction 
with other limitations in the claimed invention were not shown by the prior art of record.
